For  the  i)iirp(>se  of  efFocting  uniformity  in  the 
administration  of  tlie  i)rivileji:es,  honors  and 
beneti  ts  of  Oddfe'lowsiiip  within  thin  jurisdiction, 
the  Grand  IjOdgk  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Pfiovince  of 
British  (.'olumria  ordairjs  the  following  Cons- 
titution of  Subordinate  Lodges  under  its  juris- 
diction: 

ARTICLE  L 

Bp^ction  1.  This  lodge  shall  consist  of  at 
least  five  members  inelu  1  ng  one  qualified  to  pre- 
side at  its  meetings,  to  be  hailed  and  entitled 
Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  Indejiendent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  holding  a  legal  and  unreclaimed 
charter,  granted  or  sanctioned  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia.  It  cai:not 
voluntarily  surrender  its  charter,  or  dissolve,  so 
long  as  five  brothers  in  good  standing  object 
thereto. 

8ec.   2.     Two  or  more  lodges  in  this  juris- 
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diction  umy  airialjj^amate,  whenever  Hueh  lodji^es 
so  decide  ancJ  agree  l)y  a  two-third  vote,  ot  all 
the  memhers  present  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
each  such  lodge,  two  weeks'  notice  being  given 
of  such  resolution  in  each  lodge  ]>rior  to  its 
adoption. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF  MIJMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  All  candidates  for  initiation  must 
be  free  white  males,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  and  upwards,  of  sound  health,  of  good 
moral  character  and  industrious  liabits,  having 
some  respectable  known  means  of  supi)ort,  and 
believe  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Meing,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  tiniverse,  and  be 
proposed  in  the  lodge  nearest  his  residence,  (ex- 
cept that  lodge  grant  permission  for  his  joining 
another  lodge;  Provided,  that  application  for 
membership  may  be  made  to  any  lodge  nearest 
the  residence  of  the  apphcant,  in  the  same  dis- 
trict. A  j)erson  may  be  admitted  to  any  lodge 
in  the  city  or  village  in  which  he  resides;  but  all 
candidates  for  initiation  nuist  reside  in  this  jur- 
isdiction, except  such  candidates  as  may  apply 
from  any  other  Provinces,  States  or  Territories, 
where  there  is  no  Grand  Lodge  or  District  Dep- 
uty Grand  Sire  located. 

Sec.  2.  All  candidates  for  membership  by 
deposit  of  card,  or  certificates  of  dismissal,  or  as 
Ancient  Odd  Fellows,  whose  cards  or  certiti- 
cates  of  dismissal  have  been  granted  more  than 
twelve  months,  shall  deposit  their  cards  or  cer- 
tificates with  their  proposition,  or  furnish  satis- 
factory evidence  that  such  card  or  certificate  has 
been  l()s^.    ' 

Sec.  3.  No  suspended  or  expelled  member  of 
the  Order  can  be  admitted  to  membership  in 
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this  lod^e,  except  on  a  diHUiissal  certificate,  or  on 
being  reinstated,  and  receiving  a  withdraw!  card 
from  the  lodge  wliicli  suspended  or  expelled 
him,  or  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  prescrihed 
by  law,  and  this  lodge  shall  not  admit  to  mem- 
bership any  member  of  an  expelled  or  extinct 
lodge  without  permission  of  the  (h'and  Lodge  of 
British  Columbia. 

8p:c.  4.  A  non-aflfiliated  Odd  Fellow  who  has 
been  regularly  initiated  in  the  Order,  and  has  re- 
tained membership  therein  for  at  least  ten  con- 
secutive years,  and  who  at  the  time  of  making 
application  for  reinstatement  or  membership 
shall  be  over  fifty  years  of  age,  may  be  admitted 
to  membership  in  the  lodge  as  a  non-beneficial 
member,  upon  such  terms  as  the  By-Laws  nmy 
prescribe,  by  presenting  a  petition  as  required 
under  Section  1,  Article  III,  for  proposals  for 
membership  by  initiation,  which  shall  be  dispos- 
ed of  according  to  said  section. 

Sec.  5.  When  an  application  for  membership 
is  received  from  a  person  residing  nearer  to  an- 
other lodge  than  to  the  one  to  which  the  appli- 
cation is  made,  the  lodge  receiving  such  appli- 
cation shall  communicate  the  fact  to  the  lodge 
nearest  the  residence  of  such  applicant,  and 
shall  enquire  whether  such  person  is  a  fit  and 
proper  person  to  be  admitted  into  our  Order  and 
if  in  the  same  district,  shall  also  ask  the  consent 
of  such  lodge  to  receive  and  act  upon  such  appli- 
cation; and  it  shall  take  no  further  action  upon 
such  application  until  an  answer  is  rjceived  to 
such  communication.  The  lodge  receiving  such 
communication  shall  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  to  investigate  the  character,  standing  and 
health  of  the  petitioner,  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  the  application  were  made  directly  to  such 
ge.    Such  cammittee  shall,  report  at  the  next 
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reffular  meetiiipr  of  the  lodj^o,  and  a  (certified 
C()j>y  of  tlie  report,  to^cthor  witli  a  ctM'tified 
copy  of  the  iniiuitt^s  sliowiiijjj  tluMictioii  of  the 
lo(ige  upon  the  request  for  consent  to  receive 
and  act  upon  the  application  (if  such  consent 
was  necessary)  shall  ie  forthwith  forwarded  to 
the  lodge  in  which  such  application  is  tiled,  and 
8  id  last-named  lodge  may  then  proceed  upon 
such  application  as  in  other  cases,  except  that, 
if  it  be  a  case  where  the  consent  of  tlie  other 
lodge  is  necessary,  and  that  consent  be  refus  i, 
the  petitioner's  UKniey  (if  any  lias  been  paid) 
shall  be  returned,  and  no  further  action  shall  be 
had  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  PROPOSITIONS  FOR  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  The  name  of  a  person  ofFtred  for 
membership,  with  his  age,  residence  and  occu- 
pation, nmst  be  proposed  by  a  member  in  writ- 
ing, signed  by  the  applicant  with  the  names  of 
two  persons  as  references  attached,  and  entered 
upon  the  record;  and  forthwith  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  three  members  for  investigation, 
who  shall  report  at  the  next  succeeding  regular 
meeting,  (unless  extraordinary  circumstances 
prevent),  when  the  candidate  may  be  balloted 
for  with  ballots,  and  if  any  or  less  than  three 
black  balls  shall  appear,  then  the  balloting  shall 
be  deferred  until  the  next  regular  meeting.  Dur- 
ing the  week  the  member  casting  the  black  ball 
may  (and  it  is  his  duty  to  inform  the  Noble 
Grand  of  the  cause  or  ground  thereof),  and  the 
Noble  Grand  shall,  at  the  next  regular  meeting, 
state  the  reason,  if  any  is  given,  to  the  lodge, 
without  exposing  the  name  of  the  brother;  and 
if  the  brother  casting  the  black  ball  shall  not 
have  informed  the  Noble  Grand  of  the  reason 
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why  he  cast  such  ball,  the  Noble  Grand  shall, 
at  the  next  regular  meeting,  if  no  other  objection 
be  made,  declare  the  ai)i>l leant  duly  electcnl, 
but  if  such  reasons  are  disclosed,  or  other  ob- 
jections bt  nade,  privately  or  otherwise,  then 
the  ballot  shi  il  again  be  held,  and  if  no  mon* 
than  two  b.ack  balls  appear,  the  candidate  shall 
be  declp  •  *d  elected;  but  if  three  or  moie  appear, 
he  shall  be  deemed  rejected. 

Sec.  2.  No  reconsideration  of  an  unfavorable 
ballot  can  bo  had,  unle«**  all  the  brothers  who 
may  cast  black  balls  against  an  applicant  tor 
membership,  voluntarily  make  a  motion  for  the 
reconsideration  of  the  ballot,  and  never  moic 
than  one  motion  for  a  reconsideration  in  the 
same  case  shall  be  allowed;  and  in  sucii  case  the 
vote  on  the  reconsideration  shall  be  taken  by 
ball  ballots,  and  if  the  balls  cast  be  in  faviJr 
of  it,  the  reconsideration  shall  be  had;  where- 
upon the  application  shall  lie  over  until  the  suc- 
ceeding meeting,  when  another  ballot  shall  be 
had  with  ball  ballots,  and  if  the  same  be  unani- 
mously in  favor  of  the  applicant,  he  shall  there- 
by be  elected;  but  if  one  or  more  black  balls  ap- 
pear in  either  ballot,  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
jected. A  favorable  balloting  can  be  reconsider- 
ed at  any  meeting  prior  to  the  admission  of  the 
candidate,  provided,  a  majority  of  the  members 
pi  osent  agree  thereto. 

8hc.  3.  When  a  candidate  for  initiation  has' 
been  rejected,  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  with- 
out delay  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  to  all  the 
lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  he  cannot  be  pro- 
posed again  in  any  lr)dge  for  the  space  of  one 
year  after  such  rejection.  All  other  applica- 
tions for  membership  may  be  renewed  at  any

Sec.  4.     No  proposition    can  be  withdrawn 
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after  being  referred  to  a  committee,  unless  by 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at 
a  regular  meeting,  and  before  the  report  of  the 
committee  lias  been  read  to  the  lodge. 

Bec  5.  If  any  person  shall  gain  admittance 
to  any  lodge  upon  a  petition  containing  any 
false  representations,  he  shall  be  expelled. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OB'   FEES,   DUES  AND  BENEFITS. 

Section  1.  The  fees  and  dues  of  this  lodge 
shall  not  be  less  than  ten  dollars  for  initiation; 
five  dollars  for  admission  by  card;  ten  dollars 
for  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow;  t'i)ree  dollars  each 
for  lirst  and  second  degrees,  and  four  dollars  for 
the  third  degree  to  the  Lodge  Fund,  and  such 
amount  of  dues  to  the  Lodge  Fund  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  By-laws;  in  addition  to 
which  the  lodge  may,  by  its  By-laws,  provide 
for  a  Widows',  Orphans'  and  Education  Fund, 
and  Nurse  and  Funeral  Tax,  and  for  extraordin- 
ary assessments  for  lodge  purposes. 

Hec.  2.  Every  member  (jualiticd,  as  required 
by  the  By-laws  of  his  lodge  shall,  in  case  of 
being  disabled  by  sickness  or  bodily  accident 
from  following  any  occupation,  or  otherwise 
earning  a  livelihood  be  entitled  to  and  may  re- 
ceive such  weekly  benefits  as  may  be  fixed  by 
By-law,  from  the  funds  of  the  lodge:  Provided 
afways,  that  such  benefits  t^hall  not  exceed  the 
rate  of  ten  dollars  per  week  for  each  dollar  of 
monthly  contribution,  and  provided  always, 
that  no*  lodge  shall  continue  to  pay  the  above 
rate  of  benefits  for  a  longer  period  than  six 
months  continuous  sickness,  after  which  time 
it  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  for  each  dollar  of  monthly  contri- 
bution, and  further  that  after  the  expiration  of 
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'twelve  months'  continuous  sickness  no  lodjrc 
I  shall  pay  greater  benefits  than  at  the  rate  of 
live  dollars  per  week  for  each  dollar  of  monthly 
contribution.  For  members  not  having  the 
Scarlet  Degree  the  benetits  shall  not  exceed  the 
rate  of  six  dollars  per  week  for  the  first  six 
months,  four  dollars  and  tlfiy  cents  per  week 
for  the  next  six  months,  and  after  which  three 
dollars  per  week  during  term  of  sickness,  for 
each  dollar  of  monthly  contribution.  j 

In  all  cases  where  a  sick  member  has  rt^ceived 
benefits  and  by   reason  of  the  recovery  of  hisi 
health  ceased  to  be  entitled  to  benefits,  if  he  fall 
sick  again  within  six  months  from  the  date  of 
his  ceasing  to  receive  benefits,   such    sickness 
shall  be  considered  as  a  continuation  of  his  pre  : 
vious  sickness  and    he  shall  be  placed  in   the! 
same  position  as  when  he  ceased  to  receive  ben- 1 
efits,  but  if  six  months  shall  have  elapsed  from' 
the  date  of  his  restoration  and  he  fall  sick  he  I 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  full  benetits. 

Sec.  3.  All  fines  and  assessments  of  any  ^ 
nature  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  term,  (June  3()th  ! 
and  December  31st  respectively),  be  charged  as! 
dues  against  a  brother.  j 

Se(5  4.  When  any  member's  account  shows 
an  indebtedness  of  three  months'  dues,  the  bro- 
ther shall  not  be  entitled  to  benefits  and  the 
Secretary  shall  notify  the  brother  of  the  fact 
without  (iClay. 

Sec.  5.      In  case  of  the  death"  of  a  meml)er 

qualified  as  required    by   the  By-Laws  of  his 

lodge,  there  shall  be  allowed  from  the  hnlge  not 

less  than  thirty  dollars  to  defray  the  expenses 

I  of  the  burial,  to  be  [)aid  by  the  N.  G.  on  account 

!  of  the  funeral.     In  the  absence  of  competent  ! 

'relations,  the   N.  G.  shall   take  charge  of  the 
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funeral,  and  render  an  account  of  the  disburse- 
ments. 

8ec.  6.  The  funeral  expenses  and  sick  bene- 
fits shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  of  the 
lodge,  and  all  orders  drawn  for  the  above  shall 
be  by  vote  of  the  lodge. 

ARTICLE  V, 

OF  dp:grees. 

Section  1.  A  member  who  has  been  in 
membership  one  month  may  make  application 
lor  electron  to  any  or  all  of  the  three  subordin- 
ate Degrees,  which  application  shall  be  accom- 
panied with  the  amount  required  therefor  and 
be  presented  to  the  lodge  when  open  in  that 
order  of  business.  The  lodge  may  ballot  for  the 
three  degrees  at  one  time  and  may  confer  the 
three  degrees  on  a  member  at  the  same  meeting 
when  open  under  that  order  of  business  or  un- 
der the  order  of  New  Business,  Each  lodge 
shall  confer  the  Degrees  on  its  members  except 
in  case  of  absence  from  the  city,  in  which  case 
the  brother  shall  be  furnished  vvith  a  certificate 
under  seal,  signed  by  the  N.  G.  and  attested  by 
the  Secretary,  autliorizing  another  lodge  to  con- 
fer the  same  providing  the  same  is  done  with- 
out charge. 

Sec.  2.  All  business  other  than  conferring  tlie 
degrees  shall  be  conducted  in  the  Third  Degree. 
Ijodges  may,  by  By-Law,  confer  all  the  degrees 
without  charije  unon  any  brother  of  the  Initia- 


tory Degree  with  a  view  of  enabling  him  to  ass- 
ist in  the  working  of  the  lodge,  but  he  shall  not 
participate  in  any  of  the  benefits  of  the  Order 
beyond  what  he  may  be  entitled  to  receive  un- 
der the  Initiatory  Degree. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  elective  officers  of  this  lodge 
shall  consist  of  a  N.  G.,  V.  G.,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  who  sliall  serve  a  regular  term  each, 
and  the  lodge  may  elect  a  Permanent  Secretiiry 
for  the  same  time;  or  for  one  year,  to  take 
charge  of  the  accounts  between  the  lodge  and 
its  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  appointed  officers  shall  consist  of  a 
W.,  (Conductor,  O.  G.,  I.  G.,  R.  S.  to  N.  G., 
L.  S.  to  N.  G.,  II  3.  to  V.  G.,  L.  S.  to  V.  G., 
and  R.  and  L.  8.  S.,  who  shall  each  serve  a  reg- 
ular term;  and  the  lodge  may  also  appoint  a 
Chaplain  for  a  regular  term, 

Sec.  3.  No  member  shall  be  installed  as  N. 
G.  unless  he  has  served  a  term  as  V.  G.,  or  the 
last  of  a  term  to  fill  a  vacancy;  nor  as  V.  G.  un- 
less he  has  served  twenty-six  weeks  in  an  infer- 
ior office,  that  service  in  office,  whether  elected 
or  appointed,  is  qualifying  in  any  other  lodge  as 
well  as  in  this  lodge,  providing  a  brother  has  a 
certificate  to  that  effect  under  seal  of  a  lodge  in 
good  standing;  Provided  that  any  Third  De- 
gree member  who  has  paid  for  his  degrees  may 
be  elected,  if  all  qualified  brothers  refuse  to 
serv  J,  and  a  dispensation  being  granted  by  the 
Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master  or  Deputy 
of  the  District  previous  to  election. 

Sec.  4.  All  elective  officers.  Warden,  Outside 
Guardian  and  Inside  Guardian,  shall  be  clear  of 
all  pecuniary  charges  on  the  books,  and  have  at- 
tained the  Third  Degree  previous  to  installation, 
and  all  elective  officers  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election. 

Sec.  5.  Nominations  for  elective  officers  shall 
be  made  only  on  the  two  meetings  immediately 
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preceding  that  of  tiie  regular  election,  excei>t 
when  the  nominees  for  an  office  all  decline. 
Sec.  6.  Ollicers  shall  be  elected  at  the  last  reg- 
ular meeting  in  each  term,  and  be  installed  at 
the  first  regular  meeting  in  the  new  term:  Pro- 
vided the  installing  officer  be  present;  if  absent, 
the  lodge  may,  by  vote,  defer  it  for  one  week, 
or  call  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose,  at  the 
request  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master. 
No  member  shall  be  elected  to  fill  more  than 
one  elective  office  at  the  same  time,  except  the 
Recording  Secretary  who  may  also  act  as  Per- 
manent Secretary. 

Sec.  7.  Any  officer  absenting  himself  from 
the  lodge  for  three  successive  meetings,  except 
in  case  of  sickness,  or  any  officer,  for  miscon- 
duct or  neglect  as  such,  inay  be  removed  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting  at  the 
next  meeting,  alter  a  lei^olution  theielbr  has 
been  ottered  in  the  lodge. 

Hec.  8.  Vacancies  in  any  elective  office  m  ly 
be  filled  by  the  lodge,  by  nomination  and  election 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  after  nominating; 
and  until  so  filled  the  N.  G.  shall  appoint  a 
member  to  the  office  pro  (em. 

Hec.  9.  The  duties  of  the  various  offie^M's  shall 
be  as  laid  down  in  the  charges  of  office,  as  spe- 
cified by  this  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws  of 
the  lodge,  '       '  !' 

Sec.  10.  The  N.  G.,  or  officer  acting  as  si:ch, 
shall  appoint  the  majority,  and  the  V.  G.,  or 
officer  acting  as  such,  tlie  minority  of  all  com- 
mittees on  candidates  or  charges. 

Sec.  11.  The  lodge,  at  the  second  regular 
meeting  in  January  i.;  each  yea-r,  shall  elect  live 
representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  char- 
ter and  one  for  its  members  of  fifteen  or  under; 
also  one  representative  for  every  fifteen  raeni-

A  member  suspended  from  mem- 
bership for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  who 
makes  application  for  reinstatement  and  for  a 
Withdrawal  Card  for  the  purpose  of  uniting 
with  another  lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  may  be 
reinstated  and  granted  a  final  card  at  any  time 
within  five  years  from  the  date  of  suspension, 
upon  the  payment  of  one  year's  dues,  and  the 
usual  price  of  a  card. 

Clause  4.  A  member  after  being  suspended 
in  this  jurisdiction  for  non-payment  of  dues  for 
the  space  of  five  years,  wishing  to  join  a  lodge 
in  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive, 
and  the  lodge  shall  grant  him,  upon  proper  ap- 
plication, a  dismissal  certificate,  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  one  dollar. 

Clause  5.  A  member  suspended  from  mem- 
bership in  this  jurisdiction  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  wishing  to  regain  membership  in  another 
jurisdiction,  shall  upon  proper  application,  be 
entitled  to  receive  from  the  lodge  from  which 
he  was  so  suspended,  a  dismissal  certificate, 
upon  the  payment  to  said  lodge  of  one  dollar. 

Clause  6.  In  all  cases  when  a  member  has 
been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and 
his  lodge  has  refused  to  reinstgte  him  he  shall, 
upon  a  proper  application,  be  entitled  to  receive, 
&nd  the  lodge  shall  grant  a  dismissal  certificate, 
upon  the  receipt  therefor  of  one  dollar. 

Clause  7.  Dismissal  certificates  may  be  re- 
ceived from  the  holders  thereof  on  application 
for.  membership  in  Subordinate  Lodges  in  the 
same  manner,  and  with  the  same  effect  as  With- 
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drawal  Cards;  and  applications  made  on  such 
certificates  shall  be  received  and  acted  on  in  like 
nrianner  as  upon  Withdrawal  ('ards;  hut  the 
holders  of  such  certificates  shall  in  no  case  he 
allowed  to  visit  thereon. 

Clause  8.  The  certificates  named  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  only  those  provided  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Sovereign  (:Jrand  l^odge. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  'iolate  any 
of  the  principles  of  the  Order,  or  otl'end  against 
the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  or  Rules  of  Order  of 
this  lodge,  shall  be  fined,  reprimanded,  suspend- 
ed, or  expelled,  as  tlie  By-Laws  may  direct,  or 
the  lodge  determine. 

Sec.  3.  No  officer  shall  preside  when  his  trial 
is  taking  place  in  the  lodge. 

Sec.  4.  All  suspensions  (as  a  means  of  pun- 
ishment) must  be  for  a  definite  period,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year.  At  the  end  of  Ihe  term  of 
punishment,  the  brother  shall  return  to  his  rank 
in  the  lodge  without  further  action.  A  brother 
who  has  been  legally  expelled,  shall  not  be  again 
admitted  to  membership  without  the  consent  of 
the  Grand  Master. 

Sec.  5.  All  trials  arising  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Article  shall  be  conducted  substiintially 
according  to  the  following 

CODE  OF  PROCEDURE. 

Section  1. 

Rule  1. — All  charges  against  members  of  the 
Order  in  this  jurisdiction  made  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Article  VTI  of  this  Constitution, 
fehrdl  be  drawn  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
Form  1,  Section  V  of  this  Code,  and  be  signed 
by  a  member  in  good  standing.     The  general 

charge  shall  be  an  averment  of  "Conduct  un- 
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becoming  an  Odd  Fellow,"  followed  by  a 
specification  or  specifications  stating  the  time, 
place  and  circumstances  of  the  offence;  and 
each  offence  shall  be  the  subject  of  a  separate 
specification. 

I  Rule  2. — The  charges  and  specifications 
shall  be  presented  a  '  read  to  the  lodge  at  a 
regular  session,  wh  .  i  open  in  the  order  of 
"New  Business,"  and  shall  be  entered  in  full 
on  the  records. 

Rule  3. — The  lodge  shall,  immediately  after 
the  reading  of  the  charge,  if  the  accused  brother 
be  present,  proceed  to  the  choice,  by  ballot,  of 
a  ('ommittee  of  Trial,  consisting  of  five,  v/ho 
must,  if  possible,  have  the  same  or  a  higher 
degree  than  that  attained  by  the  accused.  Any 
member  nominated  as  owe  of  the  Committee  of 
Trial  may  be  challenged  for  cause  by  the 
accuser,  accused,  or  any  member  of  the  lodge, 
in  which  case  tlie  lodge  shall  proceed  to  the 
election  of  the  members  against  whom  no 
challenge  has  been  made.  The  grounds  of 
challenge  or  challenges  shall  then  be  stated, 
when  the  vote  shall  be  taken,  and  if  two-thirds 
of  those  voting  sliall  vote  in  favor  of  the 
challenged  brother,  he  shall  be  declared  elected. 
Should  such  brother  fail  to  be  elected  new 
nominaions  must  be  made  and  proceedings 
had  until  the  committee  is  filled.  Should  the 
accused  brother  be  absent  the  choice  of  the  com- 
j  mittee  shall  be  postponded  for  two  weeks,  and 
I  the  Secretary  of  the  lodge  shall  notify  the  absent 
I  brother  of  the  fact  that  charges  have  been  pre- 
ferred against  him,  and  of  the  time  when  thj 
committee  is  to  be  appointed;  and  should  the 
brother  fail  to  appear  at  the  time  aforesaid,  he 
shall   be  deemed  to  have  waived  his  right  of 
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challenge,  and  the  lodge  shall  proceed  to  the 
choice  of  the  committee  avS  herein  provided. 

RiiiiE  4. — The  Secretary  shall  make  a  copy  of 
the  charge  and  specifications,  affix  thereto  tlie 
seal  of  the  lodge,  and  certify  it  suhstantially  ac- 
cording to  Form  2,  Sect  ion  V.  of  the  Code,  and 
serve,  or  cause  the  same  U,  he  served  upon  the 
accused.  He  shall  also  certify,  under  seal,  the 
original  charge  and  specifications,  and  deliver 
the  same  to  the  first  named  member  of  the  VAnu- 
mittee,  according  to  Form  3,  Section  V.  of  the 
Code,  and  shall  notify  each  member  thereof  of 
his  appointment,  according  to  Form  4,  Section  V. 

Rule  5. — The  first  named  member.of  said  com- 
mittee shall,  within  one  week  after  receiving 
notice  of  his  appointment,  call  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  for  organization,  when  a  chairman 
and  secretary  shall  be  elected,  and  a  suitable 
timp  and  place  be  appointed  for  an  adjourned 
meeting  which  shall  not  be  held  in  less  than 
two  weeks,  at  which  the  accuser  and  accused 
shall  be  notified  to  appear  and  proceed  with  the 
trial.  The  notice  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
Form  5,  Section  V.  of  this  Code,  and  must  be 
served  ui)on  the  parties  personally,  if  they  can 
be  found,  otherwise  by  leaving  the  same  at  their 
last  known  place  of  residence,  if  in  the  town  or 
city  where  the  lodge  is  located, at  least  one  week 
prior  to  the  time  of  the  trial.  If  the  accused  re- 
sides out  of  the  town  the  notice  shall  be  directed 
to  his  last  known  place  of  residencj  and  left  at 
the  postoffice,  and  if  the  brother  so  notified  shall 
not  appear  at  the  time  specified,  or  offer  satisfac- 
tory reasons  therefor,  the  committee  shall  pro- 
ceed as  if  he  were  present,  or  they  may  report  by 
resolution,  to  expel  the  member  so  refusing  to 
appear,  for  contempt  of  the  lodge. 

Rule  6. — At  the  time  specified  for  the  trial, 
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the  accuser  and  accused  being  present  and  an- 
swering, the  charge  and  specifications  shall  be 
read,  and  the  accused  be  recjuired  to  make  an- 
swer to  each  specification  contained  in  the 
charge.  Should  the  accused  object  to  a  specifi- 
cation on  the  ground  of  indefiniteness  the  accus- 
er shall  have  leave  to  amend,  provided  such  am- 
endment be  made  immediately.  The  accused 
may  then  plead  to  each  specification  either  of 
the  following  answers: 

1.  That  the  alleged  offence  is   not  within  the 

legal  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge. 

2.  That  the  complaint  contained  in  the  8|)eci- 

fi cation  is  frivolous. 

3.  Admit  the  facts  stated  and  justify  the  alleg- 

ed offence. 

4.  Guilty. 

5.  Not  Guilty. 

Rule  7. — The  report  of  the  committee  shall 
state  the  findings  on  each  specification  and  on 
the  charge,  according  to  Form  6,  Section  V.  of 
the  Code,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  ac- 
curate record  of  their  proceedings,  rulings  and 
decisions,  together  with  the  evidence  taken  dur- 
ing the  trial,  an  i  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for 
adoption  by  the  lodge,  which  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  lodge  within  one  month  after  the  case 
has  been  submitted  to  them.  Should  there  be  a 
minority  report,  it  shall  be  drawn  and  presen- 
ted in  a* similar  manner. 

KuiiE  8. — The  report  of  the  committee  shall  be 
received  and  entered  in  full  in  the  records,  with- 
out discussion,  and  laid  over  for  action  at  the 
second  regular  session  thereafter.  The  Secretary 
shall  immediately  transmit  to  the  accuser  and 
the  accused  a  copy  of  the  report  or  reports  and 
also  notify  them  of  the  time  when  the  same  will 
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be  acted  upon,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Rule 
5.  At  tlie  time  fixed  iij>()n  to  consider  tiie  re- 
port the  lodge  may  prcxjeed  to  consider  and  de- 
termine the  matter,  whether  the  accused  brother 
be  present  or  not,  and  in  all  cases  involving  the 
suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  member,  it  shall  re- 
([uire  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent to  adopt  the  resolution,  and  the  lodge  shall 
be  fully  competent,  while  such  motion  is  under 
consideration  to  vary  the  penalty  from  the  orig- 
inal motion.  Either  j)arty  may  object  to  any  of 
the  rulings  and  decisions  of  the  committee,  when 
the  lodge  shall  take  up  the  report  for  consider- 
ation. 

Rule  9  — At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  lodge 
two  weeks  after  the  report  of  the  committee,  the 
case  shall  be  taken  up;  the  findings,  rulings,  and 
resolutions  of  the  committee  read  and  consider- 
ed, and  all  testimony,  if  any,  bearing  thereon; 
and  the  lodgv-  shall,  by  vote  adopt  or  reject  the| 
resolutions  which  may  be  submitted  by  the  com-j 
mitt/ce,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rule  8.  j 

Rulp:  10. — When  the  lodge  shall  have  taken  | 
final  action  as  aforesaid,  the  Secretary  shall  at  i 
once  give  notice  thereof,  under  seal,  to  the  party  \ 
against  whom  the  decision  is  rendered,  by  deliv- ;

7.  Decisions  of  the  committee  upon  each  speci- 

tication  and  charge. 
Rule  4. — The  report  must  be  signed  by  at  least 
three  members  of  the  committee. 

Section  III. — Evidence  and  Witnesses. 

Rule  1. — The  evidence  competent  to  be  admit- 
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ted  before  tlie  CoMimittce  of  Trial  hIuiH  be:  1, 
Testimony  of  witnesses,  wno  shall  appear  before 
tlie  comuiittee;  2,  Depositions;  3,  Records  of 
Lod^e;  4,  Documentary  evidence,  etc.  The  com- 
mittee shall  determine  the  admissibility  of  the 
evidence,  subject  to  exceptions  by  either  party: 
the  exceptions  so  taken  shall  be  entered  by  the 
committee  upon  its  minutes.  , 

Rule  2 — After  the  direct  and  cross  examin- 
ation of  a  witness  has  been  concluded,  the  wit- 
ness shall  not  be  further  examined  or  recalled 
except  to  explain  evidence  given  on  his  original 
examination,  or  by  consent  of  the  opposing  party, 

Rule  3. — Extracts  from  the  records  of  a  lodge 
shall  be  authenticated  by  the  Secretary,  under 
seal.  No  lodge  shall  be  allowed  to  challenge  its 
records,  or  extracts  taken  therefrom  when  duly 
authenticated. 

Rule  4. — Members  of  the  Order  shall  qualify 
under  their  obligations  as  Odd  Fellows,  accord- 
ing to  Form  12,  Hection  V.  of  the  Code;  witness- 
es, not  members,  shall  be  qualified  by  some  civil 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oatlis.  .  . 

Rule  5. — Depositions  of  absent  witnesses  shall 
be  procured  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I. O.O.F.,  Journal 
of  1857,  pp.  2738,  2774;  Journal  of  1858,  pp.  291)9, 
2926. 

Rule  6 — The  attendance  of  a  person  as  a  wit- 
ness who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Order,  must  be 
procured  by  the  party  desiring  hira. 

Rule  7.— After  the  evidence  for  the  accused 
shall  have  been  put  in,  the  prosecution  may  in- 
troduce testimony  in  rebuttal  of  the  witnesses 
for  the  defence,  but  for  no  other  purpose. 

Section  IV.— Appeals. 

RuleI. — All  appeals  by  subordinate  lodges, 
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or  their  members,  shall  be  presented  within 
twenty  days  from  the  action  of  the  lodge  appeal- 
ed from,  to  the  Grand  Master  for  transmission  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia;  and  no  appeal  will  be  considered 
unless  such  course  is  taken.

al testimony  taken  at  the  trial,  according  to 
Form  10,  Section  V.  of  the  Code. 

Rule  3. — Should  the  lodge  fail   to  make  the 
above  return,  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  notify 
the  lodge  of  such  failure,  and  direct  the  return 
to  be  made  within  ten  days  from  the  receipt  of 
the  notice  according  to  Form  11,    Section  V.   of 
the  Code,  and  if  deSiult  be  made,  he  shall  report 
the  lodge  to  the  Grand  Master  as  insubordinate. 
Rule  4. — The  Grand   Secretary  shall,  at  the 
time  required  by   law,   present  the  appeal,  to- 
gether with  all  the  papers  in  the  case  received 
by  him,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committ<ie  on 
Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
j     Rule  5. — Wlien  an  appeal  shall  finally  be  de- 
;  cided  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  tlie  Grand  Secretary 
i  shall,  within  one  month  after  such  decision  no- 
tify the  lodge  and  the  appellant  thereof.

This  lodge  shall  have  a  book,  in 
which  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons 
rejected,  suspended,  or  expelled  by  this  or  any 
other  lodge,  of  which  they  may  have  received 
due  notice,  with  the  date  and  cause  of  suspen- 
sion or  expulsion. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  1.  Tlie  funds  and  property  of  this 
lodge  shall  be  held  exclusively  as  a  Trust  Fund 
to  be  devoted  to  no  other  purpose  than  the 
charitable  uses  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  expendi- 
tures legitimately  made  for  lodge  purjK)ses,  and 
the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  lodge  or 
the  Order.  The  funds  may  be  invested  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  lodge  shall  direct  but  no 
part  thereof,  or  of  the  lodge  property,  or  of  the 
proceeds  of  any  sales  of  such  property,  shall 
ever  be  divided  among  the  members;  and  in 
case  of  a  surrender  or  forfeiture  of  the  lodge 
Charter,  all  the  funds  and  i)ro|>erty  of  the  lodge 
of  vs^hatsoever  kind  shall  be  imrnediately  sur- 
rendered and  delivered  up  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  this  jurisdiction,  or  to  its  officers  or  agents 
properly  authorized  to  receive  them. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

{Section  1.  No  member  of  this  lodge  shall  be 
concerned  in  organizing  or  visiting  any  illegal, 
spurious,  exi>elled,  extinct,  or  suspended  lodge 
of  Odd  Fellows;  nor  paint  on  his  sign  any  em- 
blem of  the  Order,  or  otherwise  exhibit  any 
upon  the  same,  or  have  any  printed  or  engraved 
upon  his  business  card,  nor  expose  any  in  a  pub- 
lic place  as  a  sign;  or  receive  or  put  any  motion 
from  the  Chair  of  the  N.  G.,  unless  he  be  a  pres- 
ent or  past  N.  G.  or  V.  G. 

Sec.  2.  This  lodge  shall  not  have  a  public 
procession,  unless  to  attend  the  funeral  of  a 
member,  or  have  any  public  celebration  of  any 
kind,  or  get  up  any  ball  or  public  amusement  in 
the  name  of  the  order;  or  reinstate  an  expelled 
member  of  this  lodge,  without  permission  of  the 
Grand  Master. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Section  1.  All  terms  shall  commence  on  the 
first  day  of  January  and  July,  in  each  year,  and 
end  on  the  day  on  which  the  succeeding  one 
commences. 

Bec.  2.  The  officers  for  the  term  about  ex- 
piring, shall  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  officer 
who  shall  install -their  successors,  the  result  of 
the  election,  and  a  regular  report  of  the  work 
of  the  term,  including  the  names  of  those  in- 
itiated, admitted  by  card  and  as  an  Ancient 
Odd  Fellow;  those  suspended  or  expelled,  and 
the  cause  thereof,  and  of  those  reinstated  and 
deceased;  the  number  of  certificates  for  degrees 
granted;  the  whole  number  in  membership,  and 
the  amount  of  receipts,  accompanied  by  what- 
ever amount  may  be  due  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  officers 
for  the  term  expiring  on  the  first  meeting  in 
January,  shall  annually  make  to  the  (xrand 
Lodge  a  full  return  of  the  members  of  the  lodge 
(except  such  as  are  more  than  one  year  in  ar- 
rears or  have  been  expelled)  ranked  according 
to  the  degrees  attained,  and  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  members  relieved  in  the  past  year; 
the  number  o**  widowed  families  relieved;  the 
number  of  members  buried;  the  number  of  sis- 
ters buried;  the  amount  of  money  applied  to 
each  of  these  purposes;  designating  the  amount 
paid  for  the  education  of  orphans;  the  jimount 
of  money  in  the  Treasury;  amount  of  Widows' 
and  Orphans'  Fund,  and  amount  of  invest- 
ments. 

Sec.  4.  Should  this  lodge  fail  to  make  any  of 
its  returns,  as  required  by  the  two  prece(iing 
sections,  for  one  year,  it  shall  thereby  forfeit  its 
cliarter  and  become  extinct;  and  it  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  G.  M.,  or  D.  D.  G.  M.  to  withold 
the  A.  T.  P.  W.  and  semi-annual  P.  W.,  until 
such  returns  a^  e  made,  and  the  amount  due  the 
Grand  Lodge  paid.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  last  installed  officers  to  transmit  or  surrend- 
er to  the  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy,  the  char- 
ter, books,  papers,  furniture  and  funds  of  the 
lodge. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

OF  CABDS. 

Section  1.  Withdrawal  Cards  may  be  grant- 
ed to  members  who  are  clear  of  the  books, 
according  to  law,  by  a  majority  vote,  by  ballot, 
of  the  members  present  when  application  is 
made.  Should  the  lodge  refuse  to  grant  the 
card,  the  applicant,  on  tendering  a  written  re- 
signation of  membership,  and  paying  all  dues, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Secretary  a 
certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  lodge  to  that 
effect;  and  such  certificate  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  of  good  standing  at  the  time  of  such 
resignation. 

Sec.  2.  Visiting  Cards  shall  be  applied  for 
in  open  lodge,  and  the  dues  must  be  paid  up  to 
the  time  for  which  the  card  is  to  be  granted. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Section  1.  When  any  doubt  arises  as  to  the 
true  meaning  of  any  part  of  these  Articles,  it 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Grand  Ledge. 

Sec.  2.  These  Articles,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  not  be  altered,  amended,  suspended  or  an- 
nulled, except  on  motion  made  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  a  regular  session. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

OF  BY-IiAWS. 

Section  1.    This  lodge  may  make,  alter  or 
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rescind  such  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Resolutions, 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient; 
Provided,  that  they  do  iiot  in  any  wise  contra- 
vene this  Constitution,  or  the  Constitution,  By- 
laws, or  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Province  of  British  (yoUimbia,  or  of  the  Sover- 
eign Grand  Lodge. 

8ec.  2.  The  By-Laws  of  this  lodge  are  in  force 
from  the  time  of  their  adoption,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Grand  Loage;  and  the  manu- 
script copy  of  such  By-Laws  shall,  before  being 
printed,  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary, 
to  be  transmitted  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  of 
Subordinates  for  their  approval. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  this 
Lodge  for  the  transaction  of  general  business 
shall  l)e  on  Monday  evening  of  each  week.  Spe- 
cial meetings  may  be  called  by  the  N.  G.,  either 
at  his  discretion;  at  the  written  request  of  five 
scarlet  members  in  good  standing,  or  by  a  vote 
of  the  Lodge;  and  in  either  case  the  members 
must  be  notitied  by  the  Secretary,  or  by  public- 
ation in  one  or  more  newspapers.  Nonbusiness 
shall  be  transacted  at  special  meetings,  other 
than  that  for  which  such  meetings  may  be 
called. 

Sec.  2.  The  hours  of  meeting  shall  be  seven 
and  a  half  o'clock,  from  the  first  of  October  to 
the  first  of  April;  and  eight  o'clock  from  the 
first  of  April  to  the  first  of  October. 

Sec  3.  At  all  meetings  five  scarlet  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  N.   G. 

The  N.  G.  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  pre- 
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serve  order  aiKi  decorum,  and  may  enforce  the 
same  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three,  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars;  but  his  decisions  on  all  ({ues- 
tions  shall  be  subj(K3t  to  appeal.  He  shall  strict- 
ly enforce  the  jn'ovisions  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,  and  see  that  all  officers  of  the 
Lodge  and  members  of  connnittees  i)erform 
their  respective  duties,  as  enjoined  by  the  usages 
of  the  Order,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  l^y- 
I^iws,  and  enforce  all  fines  and  penalties  iili- 
posed  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  or  by  a 
vote  of  the  Ijodge,  and  appoint  the  majority  of  all 
committees  (if  not  otherwise  directed).  On  the 
night  of  his  installation  he  shall  appoint,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Lodge,  the  following 
standing  connnittees,  viz.:  Finance,  Relief  and 
Room  Committees.  He  shall  give  the  casting 
vote  on  all  questions  before  the  Lodge,  exce})t 
in  the  election  of  officers,  when  he  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vote;  inspect  and  announce  the  result  of 
all  ballotings  or  other  voting;  have  charge  of 
the  Charter,  which  he  must  always  have  in  the 
Lodge;  sign  all  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer,  for 
such  sums  as  may  have  been  ordered  by  the 
Lodge,  and  perform  all  other  duties  appertain- 
ing to  his  office.  He  shall  not  make  nor  second 
any  motion  or  resolution,  nor  take  part  in  any 
debate,  while  in  the  chair.  Previous  to  closing 
the  Lodge  he  shall  ascertain  from  the  P.  Secre- 
tary the  amount  of  the  receipts  of  the  evening, 
and  of  the  Treasurer  if  he  has  received  the  same. 

ARTICLE  IIL  ,  ,        . 

'  •     •'  DUTIES  OF  THE  V.    Q. 

The  V,  G.  shall  assist  the  N.  G.  in  presiding 
over  the  Lodge;  appoint  his  own  supporters  and 
the  minority  of  all  committees  on  inv^estigation; 
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have  special  charge  of  the  door,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  tlie  N.  G.  preside  in  his  stead,  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  required  by  the  laws  and 
usages  of  the  Order,  and  by  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

DUTIES  OP  THE  K.   SECRETARY. 

The  R.  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  minutes 
of  all  proceedings;  fill  up  all  certificates  granted 
by  the  Lodge;  write  and  issue  all  communica- 
tions, summonses  and  notices  required;  notify 
all  candidates  of  their  election,  and  attest  all 
drafts  for  moneys  ordered  to  be  paid  at  a  regular 
meeting.  He  shall  endorse  upon  all  petitions 
for  membership  the  name  of  the  applicant,  and 
committee  of  investigation  to  whom  referred, 
and  forthwith  hand  the  same  to  the  chairman 
of  said  committee.  He  alone  shall  have,  safely 
keep  and  use  (when  ordered)  the  seal  of  the 
Lodge.  He  shall  have  the  authority  to  give, 
without  the  vote  of  the  Lodge  (provided  the 
brother  be  clear  of  \he  books  and  otherwise  quali- 
fied), the  required  ce'tificate  to  enable  a  brother 
to  join  an  Encampnient.  He  shall,  at  the  end  of 
the  term,  make  out  for  the  Grand  Lodge  a  full 
report  of  the  work  of  the  Lodge  during  the  term 
and  shall  enter  it  upon  the  minutes.  He  shall 
enter  the  name,  age,  occupation  and  residence  of 
all  candidates  upon  the  minutes,  stating  whether 
they  joined  by  initiation,  deposit  of  card,  or  as 
Ancient  or  non-affiliated  Odd  Fellows.  He  shall 
enter  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  of  all 
communications,  petitions  and  memorials  upon 
the  records,  and  shall  enter  all  communications 
from  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  reports  of  Finance 
and  special  committees,  in  full  upon  the  re- 
cords.   He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
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are  r(  quired  of  him  by  the  Lodge  and  the  usage 
of  the  Order;  and  shall  deliver  tc  his  Huccessor 
all  books,  pai>er8  and  other  property  appertain- 
ing to  his  office. 

ARTICLE  V. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  P.   SECRETARY. 

The  Permanent  Secretary  shall  regularly  at- 
tend each  meeting,  aid  the  R.  Secretary  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  keep  just  and'  faithful 
accounts  between  the  Lodge  and  its  members, 
receive  all  moneys  du«  the  Lodge,  and  pay  the 
same,  at  the  close  of  each  meeting,  to  the  Trea- 
surer, taking  his  receipt  therefor.  He  shall,  one 
week  after  the  expiration  of  each  quarter,  end- 
ing 1st  April,  1st  July,  1st  October  and  1st  Janu- 
ary, notify  each  member  who  is  indebted  to  the 
Lodge  in  the  sum  of  three  dollars  or  over,  and  in 
the  event  of  any  brother  neglecting  or  refusing 
to  pay  the  same  when  duly  notified,  he  shall  re- 
port to  the  Lodge.  He  shall  have  a  ledger,  cash, 
roster  and  receipt  books,  keeping  the  former 
posted  every  quarter.  He  shall  keep  a  list  of 
the  members  elected  to  degrees,  with  the  date  of 
election  and  the  name  of  the  degree.  He  shall^ 
fill  up  all  cards,  and  endorse  all  cards  of  visitors,* 
and,  at  the  close  of  the  term,  shall  assist  the  R. 
Secretary  in  making  up  the  regular  returns  for 
the  Grand  Lodge;  render  an  exact  account  of  the 
state  of  his  books,  together  with  lists  of  brothers 
who  have  ceased  to  be  members,  and  of  those 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  regular  election  of  officers, 
which  shall  be  in  the  possession  of  'die  N.  G.,  to 
be  examined  by  him  as  their  names  are  called. 
He  shall  attend  the  audit  of  the  books  of  the 
Lodge,  and  furnish  the  Finance  Committee  with 
all  necessary  information;  he  shall  prepare  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the 
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Lodge  for  each  half  year  ending  on  the  last 
regular  meeting  in  June  and  December,  together 
with  a  statement  of  the  total  value  of  the  Lodge 
Funds,  and  the  number  and  ages  of  the  mem- 
bers, a  duplicate  of  which  signed  by  the  Finance 
Committee  shall  be  posted  in  the  Ante-room  of 
the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

DUTIES  OF  TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall,  prior  to  his  installation, 
execute  to  the  Trustees  of  this  Lodge  a  joint  and 
several  bond,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand 
(1,000)  dollars,  or  such  sum  as  the  Lodge  shall 
from  time  to  time  require,  with  two  good  and 
sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Lodge, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The 
bond  of  the  Treasurer,  when  approved,  shall  be 
entered  in  full  upon  the  records.  He  shall  receive 
all  the  moneys  of  the  Lodge,  and  deposit  the 
same  in  the  Dominion  Government  Savings 
Bank  to  the  account  of  Victoria  Tiodge,  No.  1, 
I.  O.  O.  F.  He  shall  keep  correct  accounts  of 
all  moneys  received  or  paid  out.  He  shall  pay 
ai»  orders  voted  by  the  Lodge,  signed  by  the 
Noble  Grand  and  attested  by  the  Recording 
Secretary,  under  seal  of  the  Lodge.  He  shall,  on 
the  first  meeting  in  each  month,  place  on  the  Re- 
cording Secretary's  desk  the  bank  book  for  in- 
spection; also  a  monthly  report,  showing  the 
amount  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  and  ba- 
lance on  hand.  He  shall,  whenever  requested 
by  the  N.  G.,  give  a  statement  in  writing  of  the 
aggregate  amount  of  funds  on  hand. 

He  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all 
the  books,  papers,  funds  and  other  property  be- 
longing to  the  Lodge. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  JUNIOR  P.  O. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Junior  P.  G.  to  at- 
tend and  act  in  the  capacity  of  P.  G.,  and  iy3r- 
fonn  all  other  duties  appertaining  to  his  office. 

ARTIC1.E  VIII. 

DUTIES  OF   THE  WARDEN. 

The  Warden,  assisted  by  the  O.  G.  shall  have 
charge  of  the  regalia  and  property  of  the  Lodge, 
and  shall  report  to  the  Lodge  any  injury  done  to 
the  same.  They  shall  plat^e  the  regalia  for  the 
use  of  the  officers  and  members  at  the  opening 
of  the  Lodge,  and  at  its  close  carefully  collect 
and  replace  it  The  Warden  shall  canvass  all 
votes  on  motions  and  resolutions.  He  shall  ket^p 
a  record  book  of  all  property  belonging  to  tlie 
Lodge,  be  the  messenger  of  the  Lodge,  during 
its  meetings,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

DUTIES  OP  THE  O.    G, 

The  O.  G.,  inaddition  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  j 
shall  (under  the  direction  of  the  Warden)  care- 
fully place  and  replace  the  regalia,  clean  and 
liglit  the  room,  and  perform  such  otlier  labor  as 
is  necessary  to  keep  the  room  in  proper  order  for 
the  meetings  of  the  Lodge.  As  a  compensation 
for  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  he  shall  receive 
such  salary  as  the  Lodge  shall,  from  time  to  time, ' 
determine, 

ARTICLE   X. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  AND  DELEGATES. 

Sec.  1.  Throe  Trustees  shall  be  elect^^d  by  bal- 
lot at  the  last  meeting  in  June,  187().  Tlie  brother 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  hold 
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office  for  three  years,  then  the  next  highest  two 
years,  and  the  third  highest  for  one  year;  and 
one  Trustee  shall  be  elected  annually  fo'*  a  term 
of  three  years.  All  vacancies  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  he  filled  in  regular  manner  for 
the  unexpired  term.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to 
invest  a!:  interest  such  sums  of  money  and  in 
such  a  manner  as  the  Lodge  may  direct;  to  col- 
lect the  interest  and  rents  monthly,  and  pay  the 
same  to  the  Lodge;  to  call  in  the  luans  oi  «  je 
the  securities,  whenever  the  Lodge  may  ^'  , 
them  so  to  do.  The  evidence  of  every  del  j^lail 
be  deposited  in  some  fire-j^roof  safe  in  the  city, 
and  shall  be  exhibited  in  open  Lodge  at  the 
regular  meeting  next  following  the  election  of 
officers,  or  when  the  N.  G.,  or  five  scarlet  mem- 
bers call  for  the  same.  Previous  to  entering  on 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  Trustees  shall 
give  a  joint  and  several  bond,  payable  to  the  N. 
Grand,  V.  Grand  and  J.  P.  Grand  of  this  Lodge, 
with  three  securities,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Lodge,  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  or 
such  sums  as  shall,  from  tii  .e  to  time,  be  re- 
quired, for  the  faithful  performance  of  their! 
duties,  and  this  bond  shall  be  entered  in  full  |j 
upon  the  records.  Should  any  orphans  or  chil- 
dren of  Odd  Fellows  of  this  Lodge  be  left  m 
poverty  without  a  guardian,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Trustees  to  endeavor  to  place  them  in  a 
situation  where  they  may  procure  a  livelihood, 
and  at  the  same  time  be  preserved  from  vice. 
Thoy  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  inquiries 
into  their  situations,  and  report  to  the  Lodge. 
Should  tlie  widow  of  an  Odd  Fellow  be  left  m 
indigent  circumstances,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Trustees  to  make inciuiries  into l-ei  sHuation, 
and  report  to  the  Lodge  whatas'  stani'^  he  may 
need.    Either  or  all  of  the  Trustees  may,  for  a 
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non-performance  of  duty,  or  improper  conduct, 
be  removed  from  office,  if  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present  vote  in  favor  of  such  a  removal; 
Provided,  that  no  removal  can  take  place  unless 
a  resolution  to  that  effect  shall  have  been  Oifered 
and  laid  over  for  one  week.  When  a  Trustee  is 
removed,  he  shall  deliver  to  the  N.  G.  all  pro- 
perty in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  Five  members  of  this  Lodge,  in  good 
standing,  shall  be  elected  by  paper  ballots  at  the 
last  meeting  in  June  of  each  year  as  Delegates  to 
the  Odd  Fellows  Union  of  Victoria.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  attend  all  mt^etings  of  the  LTnion 
regularly  called,  and  to  the  best  of  their  ability 
assist  in  performing  its  business  and  represent- 
ing the  interests  of  this  Lodge.  In  case  of  any 
neglect  of  duty  either  or  all  of  the  Delegates 
may  be  removed  from  office  if  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  present  at  any  meeting  vote  in 
favor  of  a  motion  to  that  effect:  Provided,  that  a 
resolution  for  such  removal  shall  lay  over  one 
week  before  being  acted  upon.  In  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  Delegate, 
another  member  shall  be  elected  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 

ARTICLE  XL 

DUTIES  OF  THE    VISITING    COMMITTEE. 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  N. 

G.,  V.  G.,  Treasurer,  Warden,  Conductor,  R.  8. 

of  the  N.  G,,  and  R.  S.  of  the  V.  G.,  whose  duty 
I  it  shall  be  to  visit  all  brethren  of  this  Lodge 
'  known  to  be  sick,  to  render  such  assistance  as 
j  each  may  require,  and  the  law  allows,  and  to 
I  continue  to  visit  them,  at  least  once  a  week, 
I  until  restored  to  health,  except  in  case  of  con- 

tagious  diseases. 
The  visiting  days  of  each  member  of  the  com- 
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mittee  shall  be  for  N.  G.,  Sunday;  V.  G.,  Mon- 
day; T.,  Tuesday;  W.,  Wednesday;  C,  Thurs- 
day; R.  S.  N.  G.J  Friday;  R.  S.  V.  G.,  baturday. 

ARTICLE  Xri. 

DUTIES   OF   THE    FINANCE    COMMITTEE. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  three 
scarU  members.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  ex- 
amine 'laims  against  the  Lodge,  and  all  ac- 
counts \'  ich  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  to 
report  thereon  in  writing  over  their  own  proper 
signatures;  also,  to  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  P.  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Trustees,  and  all 
other  officers  or  committees  who  may  be  charged 
with  the  receipts  or  exi^enditure  of  the  funds  of 
the  Lodge,  and  to  report  in  writing  on  the  same, 
at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  each  term,  or 
whenever  required  by  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

DUTIES  OF   THE    ROOM   COMMITTEE. 

The  Room  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  scar- 
let members  and  the  Warden,  whoseduty  it  shall 
be  to  see  that  the  Lodge  and  its  anti-chambers 
are  in  proper  order.  They  shall  make  out  an  in- 
ventory at  the  end  of  each  term  of  all  the  pro- 
perty belonging  to  the  Lodge,  estimating  the 
value  of  the  same,  showing  what  was  received 
from  their  predecessors  and  all  alterations  and 
additans  during  the  term  reported  upon,  which 
report  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee.

REPOKTS,  ETC. 


Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  made  in 
writing,  and  signed  by  a  majority  thereof. 

Every  member  of  a  committee  who  may  fail  to 
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perform  his  duty,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two, 
or  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  neglect. 

AKTICLE  XV. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  1.  All  persons  admitted  as  members  must 
be  of  industrious  habits,  possessed  of  some  known 
and  honorable  means  of  support,  free  from  all 
infirmities  which  may  prevent  them  from  gain- 
ing a  livelihood  for  themselves  or  families,  and 
otlierwise  qualified  in  accordance  with  Art.  II. 
of  the  Constitution.  All  applications  for  mem- 
bership must  be  accompanied  by  the  reconnncn- 
dation  of  a  member  of  this  Lodge  in  good  stand- 
ing, together  with  not  less  than  two  references, 
and  witli  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  but,  should  an 
applicant  be  rejected,  the  fee  shall  be  returned  to 
him.  Should  he  be  elected,  and  not  appear  for 
initiation  witliin  three  montlis  thereafter,  the 
fee  deposited  by  him  shall  be  forfeited  and  he 
shall  not  be  admitted;  but  he  may  present  a  new 
petition,  which  nmst  take  the  usual  course. 

Sec.  2.  Every  candidate  shall,  previous  to 
joining  this  Lodge  by  initiation  or  attiliation, 
furnish  the  Lodge  w'ith  a  certificate  of  health 
signed  by  a  medical  man  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Order. 

Sec.  3.  No  candidate  shall  be  initiated  on  the 
same  evening  of  his  election,  without  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  i)resent.  Every  per- 
son upon  being  admitted  a  member  of  this 
Lodge,  shall  sign  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
thereby  pledging  himself  to  support,  maintain 
and  abide  by  the  same,  orany  addition  or  amend- 
ments thereto  which  may  hereafter  be  also  made, 
and  to  pay  promptly  all  demands  against  him  as 
soon  as  they  shall  become  due.  He  shall  also  in- 
form the  P.  Secretary  of  his  place  of  residence,  and 
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should  he  change  it  he  shall  immediately  give 

notice  to  the  P.  Secretary  of  such  change. 
Sec.  4.  All  persons  admitted  as  members  of 

this  Lodge  shall  pay  the  following  fee,  viz: — 
For  Initiation: — 

20  years  and  under  30  years  of  age,  $15. 

30  years  and  under  40  years  of  age,  $1  additional 
for  every  additional  year. 

40  years  and  under  50  years  of  age,  $2  additional 
for  every  additional  year. 

50  years  and  above,  $5  additional  for  every  addi- 
tional year. 

For  admission  by  deposit  of  card,  as  an  Ancient 
Oddfellow,  or  for  non-affiliate^  if  under  30 
years,  $10.  When  30  years  of  age,  and  over 
the  increase  in  the  scale  of  Initiation  Fees, 
to  be  added  in  accordance  with  age. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

DUES. 

Every  member  shall  pay  as  dues  the  sum  of 
three  ($5)  dollars  per  quarter,  which  must  be 
promptly  paid  on  or  before  the  last  regular  meet- 
ing of  each  quarter. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

DEGREES. 

Sec.  1.  No  degree  shall  be  granted  to  any 
member  who  is  in  arrears  for  dues,  or  against 
whom  there  are  fines  or  assessments  unpaid,  or 
charges  undetermined.  Five  ($5)  dollars  shall  be 
charged  for  each  degree.  If  not  more  than  two 
black  balls  be  deposited  the  applicant  shall  be 
declared  elected,  otherwise  he  shall  be  declared 
rejected.  If  the  applicant  be  rejected  no  appli- 
cation shall  again  oe  entertained  from  the  same 
member  for  three  months  from  the  time  of  his 
rejection. 
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Sec.  2.  Any  brother  may  apply  for  any  or  all 
the  degrees  without  charge,  and  the  Lodge  may 
confer  the  same;  but  it  is  hereby  provided  that 
the  said  brother  shall  not  by  virtue  of  having 
thus  obtained  degrees  without  chaige  be  entitled 
to  participate  in  the  pecuniary  benefits  of  the 
Lodge  beyond  what  he  would  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive as  a  member  of  the  Initiatory  Degree. 

Sec.  3.  Any  brother  who  has  taken  any  or  all 
of  the  three  degrees  free  of  charge  may  apply  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge  to  pay  for' the 
same,  which  application  shall  be  acted  on  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  without  debate.  If  then 
rejected  he  shall  not  again  apply  to  pay  for  his 
degrees  for  the  space  of  three  months  from  the 
date  of  said  rf'jection.  The  application  to  be  de- 
termined by  ball  ballots — three  or  more  black 
balls  rejecting. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

FUNDS. 

Sec.  1.  The  funds  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  divided 
as  follows:  1st.  Sick  and  Funeral  Fund.  2nd. 
Management  Fund.  3rd.  Widow  and  Orphans' 
Fund. 

Sec.  2.  All  Initiation  and  Degree  Fees,  fifty- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  dues  paid  by  members,  and 
the  interest  from  its  own  invested  capital,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Sick  and  Funeral  Fund,  and  from 
it  shall  be  paid  the  benefits  to  members  while 
sick,  and  the  funeral  expenses  of  deceased  mem- 
bers, members  deceased  wives,  and  deceased  mem- 
bers widows;  and  no  part  of  this  fund  shall  be 
appropriated  to  any  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

Sec.  3.  To  the  Management  Fund  shall  be  paid 
forty-five  per  cent,  of  members  dues,  and  all 
other  receipts  of  the  Lodge  except  those  specifi'  d 
to  be  paid  to  the  other  funds,  and  from  it  eball 
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be  paid  the  necessary  expenses  of  Management 
and  such  other  objects  of  the  society  not  other- 
wise provided  for  by  the  Sick  and  Funeral  and 
Widow  and  Orphans'  Funds. 

Sec.  4.  All  fines  and  the  interest  arising  from 
its  own  invested  capital  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Widow  and  Orphans'  Fund,  and  from  it  shall 
be  paid  such  donations  to  the  widows  and  chil- 
dren of  deceased  members  as  the  Lodge  shall 
from  time  to  time  determine. 

Sec.  5.  A  separate  and  distinct  account  shall 
be  kept  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each 
Fund. 

Sec.  6.  Benefits  due,  relief  granted,  or  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Lodge,  may  be  paid  at  any 
regular  meeting,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present;  but  the  investments,  securities  and 
funds  of  this  Lodge  shall  not  be  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  or  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part,  un- 
less by  a  resolution  to  that  effect  offered  at  a 
regular  meeting,  which  shall  be  acted  upon  at  the 
next  regular  meeting;  when,  if  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  present  concur  therein,  it  shall  be 
adopted;  provided,  that  no  motion  to  loan  the 
funds  to  private  individuals  or  members  of  the 
Lodge  shall  be  at  any  time  put  to  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

BENEFITS. 

Sec.  1.  A  member  not  disqualified  to  receive 
benefits,  who  by  sickness  or  accident  may  be  ren- 
dered incapable  of  following  his  usual  occupa- 
tion or  otherwise  earning  a  livelihood,  shall  re- 
ceive from  the  funds  of  the  Lodge  the  following 
benefits:  If  of  the  Initiatory,  First  or  Second 
Degrees,  six  dollars  per  week  for  the  first  six 
months  continuous  sickness;  four  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  per  week  for  the  next  six  months 
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continuous  sickness,  and  three  dollars  per  week 
after  a  continuous  sickness  of  twelve  months. 
If  a  memher  of  the  Third  Degree,  and  provided 
he  shall  have  paid  the  requisite  fee  therefor,  he 
shall  receive  ten  dollars  per  week  for  the  first 
six  months  continuous  sickness;  seven  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  per  week  for  the  next  six  months 
continuous  sickness,  and  five  dollars  per  week 
after  a  continuous  sickness  of  twelve  months. 
In  all  cases  where  a  sick  member  has  received 
benefits,  and  by  reason  of  the  recovery  of  his 
health  ceased  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  if  he  fall 
sick  again  within  six  months  from  the  date  of 
his  ceasing  to  receive  benefits,  such  sickness 
shall  be  considered  as  a  continuation  of  his  pre- 
vious sickness,  and  he  shall  be  placed  in  the 
f  anie  position  as  when  he  ceased  to  receive  bene- 
fits, but  if  six  months  shall  have  elapsed  from 
the  date  of  his  restoration  and  he  fall  sick  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  full  benefits.  Bene- 
fits shall  not  commence  more  than  one  week 
previous  to  the  date  of  being  reported  to  the 
Lodge,  except  the  member  be  absent  from  the 
city,  in  which  case  he  must  comply  with  the 
second  section  of  this  article.  Brothers  must  be 
sick  seven  days  to  receive  benefits,  and  no 
brother  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  until  he  has 
been  a  member  six  months.  If  a  members  sick- 
ness or  inability  proceed  from  intemperance  or 
immoral  conduct,  or  be  occasioned  by  any  consti- 
tutional disease  or  bodily  infirmity,  which  ex- 
isted at  the  time  of  his  admission,  and  which  was 
concealed  intentionally  from  the  Lodge,  he  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  benefits. 

Sh:c.  2.  To  entitle  a  member  taken  sick  at  a 
point  remote  from  this  Lodge  to  benefits,  he 
must  send,  or  cause  to  be  sent,  to  the  N.  G.,  a 
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true  statement  of  his  case,  complaint  and  cir- 
cumstances, and  the  cause  and  origin  of  his  ill- 
ness, attested  by  the  N.  G.  of  some  Lodge  near 
him;  but  if  there  is  no  Lodge  near  him,  then 
the  same  must  be  stated  by  the  certificate  of  a 
physician,  a  magistrate,  a  British  Consul,  or  a 
master  of  a  vessel.     - 

Sec.  3.  In  case  a  sick  member  shall  require 
the  services  of  a  nurse,  the  N.  G.  shall  appoint 
one,  the  expenses  of  the  same  shall  be  paid  from 
the  Management  Fund,  this  fund  tc  be  recouped 
by  a  half-yearly  assessment  pro  rata  on  the  mem- 
bers. 

Sec.  4.  No  member  who  may  be  taken  sick 
whilst  out  of  benefit  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
benefits  by  reason  of  any  payment  he  may  make 
during  such  sickness  or  bodily  infirmity. 

Sec.  5.  On  the  death  of  a  brother  entitled  to 
benefits,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  (|7o)  dollars 
shall  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  the  N.  G., 
to  his  relatives  or  representatives  towards  de- 
fraying his  funeral  expcises.  On  the  death  of 
the  wife  of  a  brother  entitled  to  benefits,  he 
shall  receive  thirty-five  (|35)  dollars  to  assist  him 
in  defraying  the  funeral  expenses.  On  the  death 
of  the  widow  of  a  brother  who  was  at  the  time 
of  his  death  in  good  standing,  the  sum  of  thirty- 
five  ($35)  dollars  shall  be  appropriated  to  assist 
in  defraying  her  funeral  expenses,  and  paid  to 
the  relatives  or  representatives,  if  any,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  deceased  member  or  a  deceased 
member's  widow  leave  no  relative  or  representa- 
tive to  take  charge  of  the  funeral,  it  shall* be  the 
duty  of  the  N.  G.  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
interment  of  the  deceased;  but  in  no  case  shall 
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the  sum  paid  for  such  expenses  exceed  the  sum 
provided  for  in  these  Rules. 

.  Sec.  7.  If  no  funeral  expenses  are  incurred  by 
the  death  of  a  brother,  wife,  or  widow,  no  appro- 
priation shall  be  made  from  the  funds  of  the 
Lodge. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

FINES   AND   PENALTIES. 

Sec.  1.  All  fines  and  as-^essmentsof  any  nature 
shall  at  the  end  of  each  term  (June  30th  and 
December  31st  respectively)  be  charged  as  dues 
against  a  brother. 

Sec.  2.  When  a  member's  account  shows  an 
indebtedness  of  three  month's  dues  he  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  the  pecuniary  benefits  of  this 
Lodge,  nor  shall  he  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  any 
question,  and  the  Secretary  shall  notify  the 
brother  of  the  fact  without  delay. 

Sec.  3.  Every  member  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  pay  his  arrearages  to  the  Lodge  for  the 
space  of  eleven  months,  shall  be  notified  thereof 
by  the  P.  Secretary,  if  practicable;  and,  if  after 
four  weeks,  his  account  still  remains  unsettled, 
he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member:  Provided,  that  in 
the  case  of  the  absence  of  a  brother  at  a  distance 
of  fifty  miles  from  the  Lod  -;  two  months  addi- 
tional timfe  shall  be  allowea  him  to  pay  his  in- 
debtedness. (All  proceedings  under  tnis  Section 
shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  with  Art.  VII 
of  the  Constitution. ) 

Sec.  4.  If  any  member  shall  disregard  the 
authority  of  the  N.  G.,  by  persisting  in  using 
improper  language,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  improper 
conduct  either  in  or  out  of  the  Lodge;  or  shall 
knowingly  propose  an  unworthy  candidate  for 
membership;  or  shall  be  guilty  of  habitual 
drunkenness,  or  of  any  infamous  offense  against 
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tho  laws  of  the  land;  or  feigning  sickness  with 
a  view  to  abuse  the  benevolent  intentions  of  the 
Order,  or  shall  divulge  (except  to  a  inenil>er  of 
the  Order)  any  proceedings  of  this  or  any  Lodge 
required  by  him  to  be  kept  secret;  or  t!ie  name 
of  any  brother  who  opposed  the  admission  of  any 
candidate;  or  reveal  any  of  the  secrets  of  the  Or- 
der, shall  be  fined,  expelled,  or  suspended,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  5.  Every  oflRcer  who  shall  be  alisent  at 
roll  call,  after  (Opening  of  the  Lodge,  at  a  regular 
or  special  meeting,  shall  be  fined  as  follows:  N. 
G.  and  other  elective  ofHcers,  one  dollar:  War- 
den, and  other  appointed  olticers,  fifty  ce     ^. 

Sec.  6.  Absentees  shall  render  their  e>  »s  in 
open  Lodge.  Absence  from  the  city,  sickness  of 
self  or  family,  attendance  on  the  sick  and  on 
Lodge  or  official  duties,  impossibility  to  attend 
on  account  of  some  unavoidable  cause,  shall  be 
goo  1  excuses  for  non-attendance;  but  without  any 
of  these  excuses,  the  fine  shall  be  enforced.  An 
officer  or  member  having  been  fined^may  appeal 
to  the  Lodge  to  have  his  fine  remitted;  and  if  the 
appeal  be  sustained  by  two-thirds  of  aU  the  mem- 
bers present,  the  fine  shall  be  remitted. 

AUTICLE    XXL 

BALLOTS  AND  ELECTIONS 

'^»EC.  1.  When  ballots  are  taken,  the  Dallot-box 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  pedestal  in  fi'ont,  and  in 
full  view  of  the  N.  G..  Every  member  present 
shall  advance  singly  and  deposit  his  ballot, 
which  shall  be  duly  inspected  by  the  N.  G.  ana 
his  supporters,  and  the  result  declard  to  the 
Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  At  elections  of  officers,  the  Warden 
shall  (in  connection  with  two  tellers  appointed 
by  the  N.  G.)  receive  the  votes  cast  in  the  ballot 
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box.  A  majority  of  all  the  ballots  east  shall  be 
necessary  to  eleet.  They  sliall  canvass  all  the 
votes,  and  declare  the  results  to  the  N.  G., 
by  whom  it  shall  be  announced  to  tlie  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  Tfatany  ballot,  neither  candidate  shall 
have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  the 
name  of  the  candidate  receiving  the  smallest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  dropped  and  a  fresh 
ballot  spread. 

ARTICLE  XXTI. 

CAKDS. 

Visiting  or  (Clearance  Cards  can  be  granted 
only  m  open  Lidge,  and  by  the  payment  of  25 
cents  for  a  Visiting,  and  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  for  a  Clearance  Card.  All  arrears,  tires 
and  assessments  must  be  paid  before  a  motion  to 
grant  a  card  can  be  entertained.  All  dues  must 
be  paid  to  the  end  of  the  time  for  which  a  Visit- 
ing Curd  may  be  granted. 

ARTICLE   XXIII. 

MISCJf^LLANEOUS. 

Seo.  1.  On  the  death  of  a  brother  of  this 
Lodge,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  N.  ii.  and  other 
authorized  officers,  to  sunmion  every  member  of 
the  Lodge  to  attend  the  funeral  by  advertising  a 
notice  thereof  in  as  many  of  the  daily  papers  as 
the  exigency  of  the  case  will  admit,  uiiless  other- 
wise requested  by  the  nearest  relatives  of  the 
deceased. 

Sec.  2.  .  The  brothers  shall  assemble  at  the 
Lodge  Room  where  the  roll  of  members  shall  be 
called,  at  the  time  appointed  in  the  advertise- 
ment, and  all  who  are  absent  shall  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  ($1)  One  Dollar.  Sickness,  or  attend- 
ance upon  the  sick,  burial  of  the  dead,  absence 
from  the  city,  or  attendance  as  a  juror,  shall  be 
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sufficient  excuse  to  remit  the  fine,  and  in  no 
other  case  si  all  the  fine  be  remitted. 

Bec.  3.  Any  brother  \^ho  shall  be  present  and 
answer  to  his  name  at  roll  call  and  afterwards 
leave  the  Lod^e  or  the  procession  withoa!^  the 
permission  of  the  J>T.  G.,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  One  (|1)  Dollar,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  brother  to  report  all  such  cases  to  the  N.  G. 

Sec.  4.  No  part  of  these  By-Laws  shall  be  re- 
pealed, amended,  suspended,  altered  or  annulled, 
unless  a  proposition  in  writing  be  niade  at  least 
four  weeks  previous  to  the  time  of  its  being  acted 
upon,  when,  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
present  vote  in  favor  of  such  proposition,  it  shall 
be  adopted. 

Sec.  5.  These  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order 
shall  take  effect  from  the  time  of  their  adoption 
by  the  Lodge  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,)  and  at  that  time  al!  By-Laws, 
in  force,  prior  to  the  date  h.reof,  shall  stand  re- 
pealed; and  all  I\f solutions  or  Rules  of  Order 
that  conflict  with  these  By-Laws,  or  Resolutions 
and  Rules  of  Order,  except  attached  hereto,  r^hall 
be  rescinded.

6.  No  resolution  shall  be  offered  to  the  Lodge 
except  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  brother  of- 
fering the  same, 

7.  No  brother  shall  be  interrupted  while  speak- 
ing, except  it  be  to  call  him  to  order,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  explanation. 

8.  If  a  brother,  while  speaking,  be  called  to  or- 
der, he  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  N.  G.,  take 
his  seat  until  the  question  of  order  is  determined, 
when,  if  permitted,  he  may  proceed  again. 

9.  No  brother  shall  speak  without  rising  in  his 
place,  respectfully  addressing  the  N.  G.  by  his 
title,  and  having  his  name  announced  by  the 
Chair.  Brothers  shall  confine  themselves  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  all  personali- 
ties and  indecorous  or  sarcastic  language. 

10.  If  two  or  more  brothers  rise  to  speak  at  the 
same  time,  the  N.  G.  shall  decide  which  is  en- 
titled to  the  floor;  and  no  brother  shall  speak 
more  than  once  on  the  same  subject  or  question, 
until  all  who  wish  to  speak  nriay  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  do  so;  nor  more  than  twice  vvith- 

1  out  permission  of  the  N.  G.    Each  brother  while 
speaking  shall  designate  the  brother  spoken  of 
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by  his  proper  rank  or  title  according  to  his  stand- 1 
ing  in  tlie  Order. 

11.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  the  ((uestion 
shall  be  first  taken  on  the  highest  sum  or  nuniber 
and  the  longest  time  proposed. 

12.  Any  brother  may  call  for  a  division  of  a 
question,  when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it.  And 
any  five  brothers  calling  for  the  yeas  and  nays, 
they  shall  be  ordered  by  the  N.  G.  and  recorded 
on  the  minutes. 

13.  Before  putting  the  question,  the  N.  U- 
shall  ask:  "Is  the  Lodge  ready  for  the  (ir.ostion?" 
If  no  brother  rise  to  speak,  he  shall  rise  and  put 
it;  and  after  he  has  risen  and  put  the  (juestion, 
no  brother  shall  be  pernriitted  to  s])eak  ui)on  it. 
While  the  N.  G.  is  addressing  the  Lodge  or  put- 
ting the  question,  silence  shall    be  observed   in 

i  the  Ijodge  room. 

I     14.  After  any  (luestion,  except  one  of  indefinite 
postj)onement,  has  been  decided,  any  two  broth- 
I  ers  who  voted  in  the  majority  may,  at  the  same 
time  or  next  regular  meeting,  move  for  a  recon- 
isideration  thereof;  but  no  discussion  of  the  main 
'question  shall  be  allowed,  unless  reconsidered. 
I     15    When  a  brother  has  been  called  to  order 
I  for  the  manifestation  of  temper  or  improper  feel- 
i  ing,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  speak  again  in  t^he 
!  Lodge  at  that  meeting,  unless  by  special  permis- 
sion of  the  Lodge. 

I     IG.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  (piestion  in 
I  which  he  is  immediately  interested. 

17.  Every  brother  present  (not  in  arrears) 
shall  vote/unless  for  special  reasons,  except  in 
the  case  specified  in  the  preceding  Rule;  pro- 
vided this  rule  does  not  interfere  with  provisions 
of  the  By-Laws  regarding  new  members,  etc. 

18.  In  speaking  on  points  of  order,  the  N.  G. 
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shall  have  precedence,  but  he  cannot  speak  on  I 
any  otlier  subject,  except  to  state  facts  within! 
his  own  knovviedge,  without  pn^viously  vacat-  i 
ing  liis  cliair,  and  tilling  it  by  a  qualified  I 
brother.  I 

19.  No  brother  shall  retire  without  leave  of  the 
N.  G.;  and,  during  opening,  closing,  initiation, 
recess,  or  taking  the  yeas  and  nays,  the  doors 
shall  be  kept  closed. 

20.  On  the  call  of  three  members  for  the  pre- 
j  vious  question,  the  N.  G,  shall  put  the  question 
j  in  this  form:  "^'hall  the  nuiin  question  be  now 
I  put?"  If  the  motion  is  carried,  the  vote  shall 
\  first    be  upon  all    pending  amendments,   after 

which,  ui)on  the  main  ({uestion.  If  decided  in 
the  negative,  <  he  question  shall  lay  over  until 
the  next  regular  meeting. 

21.  Any  brother  nuxy  exc'use  himself  from 
serving  on  a  comirittee,  if,  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment, he  is  a  member  of  two  other  commit- 

I  tees,  no  brother  can  be  apj)ointed  on  a  committee 
!  when  absent  from  the  Ijodge. 

22.  The  first  brother  named  on  a  committee 
shall  act  as  chairman  until  another  is  chosen  by 
the  committee.  The  mover  of  a  resolution  refer- 
red to  a  si)ecial  committee  is  usually  the  first 
named  thereon. 

23.  No  committee  can  be  finally  discharged 
until  all  the  debts  contracted  by  it  shall  have 
been  paid. 

24.  A  motion  to  close  is  always  in  order  after 
the  regular  business  is  gone  through,  which 
motion  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

25.  These  Rubes  of  Order  may  be  altered  or 
amended  after  one  week's  notice  in  writing  being 
given,    specifying   the    proposed    alteration    or 
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amendment;  but  any  one  of  them,  or  any  clause 
thereof,  may  be  suspended  for  the  time  being,  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  present.  ^
